*(,ive been exhiuisted wliieh. nt this rate, will eome 
o puss in less than lour months from March sec- 
nd, or about the middle of the present month, a 
)nd issue or some other means of raising money 
II lie inevitable. 

How futile it will be to create new governmental 
igations, and to what avail where the expendi- 
!3 are already s(> far in exi-ess of the revenue 

Aich is to be still further reduced, by m6rc than

Tliiit men ejit ■"> or fl per cent, 
more than womiii not because 
they are gluttons, but because 
they actually require that mm 
moi'e nourishment - apjiears as a 
result of an investigation madi 
in tile nutrition labratory of tin 
Carnegie Institute at Washing 
ton, by FVancis O. Benedict and 
I.. K. Fmiiiics. The reason for tin 
(ILscrepancey seems to be that 
women have a SMUiller proportion 
of active tissue than men of th< 
same weight, and more inactive 
material, such as fat. The invest- 
igation disclosed that the average 
woman generates ()nly l,:!;") heat 
units in the twenty-four hours, as 
against 1.628 produced by the 
man, or about 2 per cent, more t'oi 
the latter per iiound of body 
weight. When groups were com- 
pared, after careful selection of 
individuals of nearly the .same 
height and wei^flit. the men were 
found to produce about 12 per 
cent, more heat than women.

A loiudy little liu.v was smt, all 
by him8u,lf, Irom North t aiolina 
to New York. This was in 17!»4. 
The journey in those days was far 
longer and mure perilous than 
would be a trip to South America 
today. 

The boy was Johnston Blakeley. 

His father, a merciianl. had left 
Iceland when the son was only 
two. Since then the family had 
lived in WilminKlon. N. C. Win n 
.lohnston was twelve— a nervous, 
thin, shy little fellow -his father 
I'or some reason decided to send 
him to New York to be educated. 
So. like a liale of goods, the sick- 
ly yoniiKsl^r was shipped North 
to one of his father's colleagues, 
a fellow merchant named Iloope. 

The lad became a member of 
Mr, lliioju 's New York huiisi hidd 
>;oiiif; daily to .sciiool in Itiooklyn. 
He was desperately homesick. Tin- 
other hoys laughed at his Soidh- 
ern a<'eent and his (dd-fasliioned 
ways. His one s<dace diirin<; Ihi 
live miserable years of exile was 
the close friendship of Mr. 
Iloope 's only il.Mitrhter, .lane, a 
child a few months younger than 
llliik.ley. 

Jaiu' and the Southern buy 
were both lonely, both different 
from their sclioolmates. liistiiiet- 
ively lliey were drawn together 
by their mutual lonelinesii. 

.\iid .IS tlic years we.nt on ihe 
childish ti'iendshi|i merged into a 
lioy and girl love alVair. .Mr. 
Iloope was not aversM to the 
match. For he had grown fond of 
the lioy. and itiakeley's father 
was well to do. 

Hut just before Itlakeley was 
ei^'hleeii the incipient rom.iiiei' 
was cut slioi'l li\' his return to 
North Cai'idiiia. whilliei- his falli 
er summ«U(ed him to study law. 
He bade farewell to .fane, prom 
isiii'4 to conic li.nd; ;is soon as he 
should liavi- the right to claim iier. 
Then he went South — to trouble 
He had scarce hegnii his law 
cour.Sf when his f.'ilhcr died. .\iid 
Ihe snpposcilly rich merchant ilicd 
insolvent, l'ennile,SM and without 
prospects, Blakeley left the stinly 
of law and liceame a midshipm.in 
in tile iiavN. His cliauccs of elaim- 
ing .lane Hoope for a wife seemiHl 
Very leiiiole. 

We had not min-h of a navy in 
those days, nor did the scr\ ice id" 
fer much ho|»e of advancement. 
Yet young Blakeley plugged 
away doggedly at Ids eliost>u l a 
reer. By 1807 — seven years aftei' 
he had joimd the navy - he was a 
lieutenant. In 1812 war broke out 
betw(>en the United States and 
(Ireat Hritaiii. a war to he f(nii;ii' 
largely on sea, and otfering ipiick 
promotion to brave naval officers 
lilakeley rose to the rank of 
lieutenant connnander. His pay 
w.is inn\ sidlicicnt for two to li\c 
on in strict economy. And at tlu 
111 si opportunity he went to New 
^ oi k. where .lane still loyally 
awaited him. There he and she 
were nmrricd in Decemhcr, 1H1:{, 
after an engagement of fourteen 
yeani. 

The hoiU'Viiiooii \\as hrief. 
Blaktdcy, who had already won 
fame during the first two years of 
the war, was put in command of 
the war sloop Wasp and ordered 
again into active sei'viee. Kor tlie 
next few months he and his ship 
were the wonder oj' two conti- 
nents. One Britiab man-of-war 
after another he sought out, 
fought and captured. 

From an obscure sub-otlicer 
Blakeley sprang within a year 
into a national hero. Then, in the 
antumn of \HH, he langcd the 
southern Atlantic in searcli of the 
enemy. A ship that he captured 
in late September came into 
Savannah harhor with news of 
him. Anulher vessel, on October 
!), Kigbted the Wasp under full 
sail. 

And from that moment — a cen- 

tiHxago nothing was ever heard 
of Blakeley nor of the Wasp nor 
of any of the crew. They vanish 
ed. leaving no clue to their fate. 

Blakeley was promoted to a 
captancy, hut he never knew of 
his promotion. The North Caro- 
lina legislature voted him a 
sword, The sword w as levereiitly 
laid liy the presciital ion eoiiimili'e

HOMI OABI or MILK 



Cows are now out on pasture, 
and milk is more easily produced 
under sanitary conditions than 
during the winter nionihs wlicii 
the cows arc stabled conlinuous- 
ly. Milk may be handled by the 
farmer in the most correct, and 
sanitary methods known, and yet 
it is not cooled immediately 
after milking and kept cool until 
eunsumed, it very soon begins to 
change and grow sour. In fact, 
the haelerial ccuitent increases 
rajudly as long as ihe milk re- 
mains above uU degrees Farenheit. 
The bacteria are dormant or in- 
crease slovvl.v at a lower tempera- 
ture, l^'or this reason, every iire- 
cantion for kee|>ing milk cold 
from the time it is produced until 
it reaches the consnnu'r is essen- 
tial, and espei ially SO during the 
warm weather. 

.Milk may absorb impurities 
whenever it is exposed to the air, 
or |>laccd in unclean vessels. The 
aiiioiiiil oi ij.gree (d' contamina 
lion ilcpeiids on 1! • (dcauliness uf 
the air and of the u.ensil. Bven 
the air of a ao-called clean room 
contains some impurities. If the 
producer and dealer have done 
their duty, tiieru is left at the con- 
sumer's door a bottle of clean, 
cold, unadulterated milk. But 
the consumer also has responsibi- 
lities in lianiiling milk so that it 
continues to bu lit for consump- 
tion, especially at food for babies. 
Till! milk in the home may be 
placed in iiiitdcaJi vesstds or ex 
posed iiiiiicccssai ily to liir air, or 
not kept eoul until the time of us- 
ing. 'Thus things may happen to 
the milk atfecting its ipiality, 
iiianv of which are caused 
through carelessness. 
Receiving Milk at the Home. 
The expression "a bottle of 
clfan. cold .iinadiillerated milk" 
deserihes the kind of ntilk whii h 
shmild be dclivereil to the Iniiiir. 
The melhoil of dipping milk from 
large cans and pouring it into the 
ciisloiuci 's l eeeptindc iu the street 
with all the incident exp(Niure to 
the air, not always the cleanest, 
is a bad practice. Drawing milk 
from the faucet of a retailer's 
can \H aloiuMl as bad as dipping 
' ^tilk, although the milk ia net ex 



I>o.sed to the air as long as by th* 
dipping process. Besides the in- 
sanitary i»art id' this tliod, .some 

eonsuiuers, unless the milk is 
kept well agitated, are likely to 
receive less than their p!o|»(uf ion 
of cream. The custcnn of selling 

out at ni^dil .111 in vered vessel 

which collects thousands of bac- 
terial ficnii the street dust before 
the milk is put into it, is obvious- 
ly Very in.sanitary, and yet it is 
piaidiced to a large extent. If 
milk is to be received in a bowl or 
j)ail.by the consumer, it is worth 
while to have it di liveied |)crson- 
ally to s(mie menilicr of the fam- 
ily, or if the reci'ptacle is to he 
placed in wailing i'or the milk de- 
liverer, it should be covered with 
.1 plate, or heller still, a glass pre. 
serving jar may he used, in wliieli 
nothing hut milk is put. The jars 
with the glass tops are preferable ; 
no rubber bands should be used. 

Direct sunlight on the bottle of 
iiiilk warms it rapidly, and in- 
creases the bacterial content. .Milk 
which is delivered very early in 
the morning, say nt 4 a. m.. and 
remains out of-doors until It or 
It' o"clo(d<. is very likely to he- 
come warm and less tit for huniiin 
consumption than if it were taken 
iu the house and placed iu the re- 
ri'is.'eralor early in the iiioiniiiL;. 

.Milk should not he translcrred 
I'l'om the original bottle into an- 
(dher receptacle until just before 
consum|»tion. The bottle should 
lie kept <ovcrcd with a paper cap. 
or an inverted tiimhier as long as 
the milk is in it. .Milk deteriorates 
hy exposnre to the air in the pun- 
tiy, kitchen or nursery. House- 
wives are familiar with the aliil- 
itv milk has to absorb smells from 
string fooils, like fish, cabbage, or 
onions. It is obvious, therefore, 
that such foods should he kept 
out of the refrigerator which con- 
tains milk. 
If the milk is received in n bowl. 

pa'l, or (dller rceept.icle. iiistc.icl 
of a bottle, the same rules ap|tl.v 
lo the keeping of tin milk as 
those mentioned above for bottled 
milk. Milk from tV," grocery 
■ttore or hakery which is kept in 
ti can. open most ol' the time, and 
possibly without ic Iriu'eration, is 
to he strictly avoided. 

Care of the Refrigerator. 

The refrigerator, unless kept 
■.ciiipnloiisly clean, often is in it- 
self a source of the production of 
ii.id llav(u- in milk. The ndrig 
lalor should be inspected at 
■iliort inli-rvals. at which times the 
outlet for the melted ice should 
be freed, the ice-rack eleane<l, 
and the place where the food is 
kept scalded with sal-soda solu- 
tion. Kveii though the rtdriger- 
utor is eoltl, a few drops of spilled 
milk, or a small particle of food 
iieglecttHl, will soon contaminate 
it. 

Oare of Mdk Bottles and 
Utensilg 

Milk bottles are made for milk 

.iiid not to hold sundry other 
loods. .\s .soon as tin- milk bot- 
tle is empty, it should be rinsed 
witii lukewarm water until it is 
clean, and then set bottom-side-up 
to drain. Bottles should never he 
leliiriied in a dirt.v or lillhy eon 
ilitiiMi. All utensils with which 



milk comes in eontaci should he 
aided and hastened hy standing 
Ihe bowl in a pan of ice water. 

Whipping Cream Should Be Cold. 

The above suggestion on the 
care of milk are equally applic- 
able to cream. Often the house- 
wife finds that the cream she has 
will not whip. 'J'lie Depart iiieiirs 
dairy specialists point out that to 
obtain satisfactory results in 
whipping cream it should he cold 
and of tlie right thi(dviiess, con- 
taininir ahont :!() per cent, or more 
of huttcrfat. Ordinary cream, 
designated as coffee cream by the 
trade, is altogether too thin lo 
give good results. The wliipping 
cream, as delivered hy the milk 
man, contains 30 to 4i) |ier cent, 
of bntterfat Thoroughly chill 
Ihi' ci'c'im hefore w li ipiiiiiLc hy 
placing it in a cov cred howl on t he 
ice. The whipping pioeess is also 
rinsed, washed, and scalded ev- 
ery time they are used. When 

cle.iliiiiir these lltelisils. do not 

w.isli them in tlish water or wipe 
with ordinary dish towels. First 
rinse them and then boil in clear 
water and set away unwi|)ed. If 
till' [•.•cept;ic|cs arc li(d. they will 
.soon liecmiie dry without woping. 

When a baby is bottle-fed, ev- 
ery time the feediny: liotllc and 

nipple ,lle Used |hey should he 

rinsed III liiicew.irm water, washed 
in hot water to which a small 
amount of washing soda has been 
added, and then scahled. Never 
use a riihher tnhe helwceu the 
hottic and nipple. 

If a ease of typhoid fever, scar- 
let fcvi'r or diphtheria breaks md 
ill the family, do not return any 
hidth's to the milkman except 
with the knowledge itf the at- 
t( nding physician, and under the 
conditions prescribed hy him.
